Juday 
sentenced 


Former Boyne City Public School 
employee Wendy Juday was sen- 
tenced fast week in connection with 
embezzlement charges brought by the 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, 

On June 1. 2004, the Boyne City 
police department was comlacted by 
the Boyne City School District re- 
garding the apparent ongoing theflof 
funds from the school food service 
department. Because school food ser- 
vices are subsidized by the USDA, 
federal investigators were contacted 
to complete the investigation, 

Mark McClutchey, a special agent 
of the USDA Offtce of Inspector Gen- 
eral, issued an affidavit in support of 
a criminal complaine alleging: Chat 
Juday stole funds from the BCPS 
tunch program over the course of her 
five years’ employment. 

Judy issued a written sworn state- 
ment on June 24, 2004, admitting to 
the theft. She was arrested on March 
16, 2005, and on April 19, Juday plead 
guilly to stealing nearly $100,000 in 
student lunch money. 

Juday was sentenced in federal 
court last week, according to 
McClutchey. She received a sentence 
of six months ina federal prison, and 
three years’ probation. In addition, she 
must pay back $55,000, due immiedi- 
ately. 

The $55,000 will go directly back 
to the Boyne City schools, according 
to Boyne City police chief, Randall 
Howard.

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Portside Art Fair and docents at Elm Pointe this weekend 


Cyg Riley, 
history-maker 


Cygred Riley of East Jordan loves history, 
and made it when she inspired and helped 
establish the Portside Historical Museum and 
Cygred Riley Art Gallery at Elm Pointe, just 
north of East Jordan on M-66. 

Riley came from Lansing, and her first art 
show was held there: a clothesline show, 
Where the artist's offerings were literally 
Pinned to a line with clothespins. 

She invited friends and members of the sev- 
eral clubs she belonged to, saying that for 
many, it was their first exposure to abstract 
art. While she herself does not claim to be an 


-artist, Riley’s in- 
terest was piqued 
by her husband, a 
fine craftsman, 
and her father-in- 
law, who was an 
artist. But living 
just around the 
corner from the 
Turner Museum 
in Lansing, in the 
years before the 
Michigan Mu- 
seum was estab- 
lished, Riley also 
became interested in history. 

The Rileys moved north to East Jordan in their 
early retirement years, and Riley immediately

began to apply her interests and skills to her 
adopted town. 

“T could see where so many of the things 
were going out of East Jordan to downstate 
museums — especially the railroad — instead 
of staying here,” Riley said. So she began 
collecting things in her basement. 

“Right away I put a restriction on it that 
things had to come from the East Jordan area 
or Antrim County. Railroad lanterns and 
things of that sort. 

The postal wagon went down, as I under- 
stand, to a museum in Kalamazoo.” 

In addition, Riley began an art show, which 
was held downtown at the Memorial Bark, to 
benefit the growing historical collection. 

After the fair had been established for about 
10 years, the organizers decided to allow the 


Elementary docents continue education 


“Docent: a teacher at a college or uni- 
versity; conducts groups,” according to 
Webster’s. The 17 docents at the East Jor- 
dan Historical Museum are a few years 
away from college or university in any 
capacity, but they do conduct groups. 

They are East Jordan elementary to 
high school school students, who are vol- 
unteering weekends and free time during 
the summer months to continue learning, 
and to teach others. These enthusiastic 
students have each been assigned to a dis- 
play at the museum, where they are given 
a scripted history of their area — say a 
turn-of-the-century parlor or a lumber 
company -- which will be presented in 
costume, in the first person. In addition, 
the students are encouraged to do their 
own research on their area to learn more 
about local history and the everyday tools 
and implements that have disappeared 
from modern homes and businesses. 

They have their own ideas about what 
a docent is. 

“A person that dresses and acts and tells 
people about back in the olden times,” 
said Alyssa Jakielek. who tells museum 
visitors about East Jordan’s early indus- 
tries. 

“They help explain to people — and 
help them learn, too,” added Donny 
Miller, a docent lumberjack. 

The students are ali volunteers. and they 
all have their own reasons for wanting to 
be a docent, ranging from. “It sounded 
fun,” to Samantha Gardner's. “I like 
learning about history and teaching 
people about it.” Sam and her younger 
sister, Kathleen, wear their kitchen area 
aprons with pride — and were pretty 
thrilled when they got to meet the previ- 
ous owner of the wood cook stove that 
graces their domain — East Jordan resi- 
dent, Jean Pardis. 

“They didn’t have stoves like we have 
now. The mothers would sometimes have 
to cut the wood to fit into the wood cook 
stove. They had a cream separator — they 
didn’t go to the store and buy it, they did 
it themselves,” Sam said. “In the summer- 
time, they stil] had to use the wood stove. 
And they wore the same clothes all the 
time. They didn’t go to the store to buy 
fancy clothes like we do. And if their 
crops didn’t grow, they didn’t have much 
food for the winter.” 

Kathleen has a similar enthusiasm for 
her role in the kitchen. 

“T liked having to know more stuff and 
telling about it, because I like talking a 
lot, and knowing more stuff than other 
people do, for some reason,” she said can-

didly. “And it made me feel like a movie 
star.” : 

“T like museums,” said Brandi Voss, a 
docent in the parlor. 

The docents had their debut at a recent 
Wake-Up East Jordan event that was 
hosted by the museum and Portside Art 
Gallery. 

“It was really fun,” said Lindsey Gra- 
ham, the proprietress of the business dis- 
trict. “It was really easy, because you al- 
ready knew what you were going to say.” 

Ellie Arthur, a parlor docent with 
Brandi, was a little nervous before her 
first day of docent role-playing. 

“It felt ike I was going to slip up,” she 
said. “I was really nervous.” She did not 
slip up, but was comfortable with her sub- 
ject. “(The museum) is a good place to 
go because you can learn about the par- 
lor, the shop. the veterinarians. There is a 
dress (that belonged to) Louise Loveday. 
who was famous for her dramatic read- 
ings at the Temple Theatre. Her niece. 
Peggy Midener, still lives in East Jordan.” 

Some of the museum visitors asked 
questions that the docents didn’t know the 
answers to. 

“What battle was the |3-star flag in?” 
was the question that stumped Lindsey. 
It stumped everyone — but the museum 
staff is on a quest to find out. The docents 
know that if they don't know the answer, 
they can direct questions to Paula 
Vollbach or Kim Prebble, and if they don't 
know either. they will do some research 
to find out. But some students have been 
doing their own research. 

Michael Cardwell didn’t know what the 
prop in his military display was from, so 
he looked it up on the internet and identi- 
fied it as a propeller from a sea plane. 

“And a lot of the sea planes were about 
transporting people, not equipment,” he 
said. Brandon Cardwell, Michael's 
brother, also got a hard question, which 
he directed to Miss V., he said. 

“I wanted to get involved because a 
while before my dad was researching 
something and I was interested and 
wanted to learn more about East Jordan. 
And I wanted to do extracurriculars — 
something to do in the summer,” said 
Alyssa. “And I wanted to be in drama 
when | am in high school.” 


Most of the student docents are inter: 


ested in expanding their knowledge to 
other areas of the museum. Both the 
Gardner girls want to learn about the mili- 
tary display because their grandfather was 
in World War I. Brandi would like to 
learn more about church in the olden days. 
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Lilly Arthur, who is the church docent, 
would like to learn more about the Army, 


she said, and so would Dusti Voss, who 


is a farm docent, and learning quite a lot 
about making wooden shingles. 


Ellie said she was “more interested in 


the lumberjack era because of all the cool 
things they did.” Michael wants to learn 
about the theater. 

Donny, who said he would like to learn 
more about the past, is already working 
to learn more about the lumbering indus- 
try, where he is a docent. He learned 
something new about the swinging bridge 
in East Jordan after the debut — how it 
opened to let ships and logs being ridden 
by lumberjacks with their cant hooks 
through. 

“There’s still a lot of room up there,” 
he said, pointing at his head. but he’s fill- 
ing it fast and passing on the knowledge 
with enthusiasm. 

When the fourth graders start learning 
about Michigan history. these docents will 
be on hand to explain the some of the un- 
familiar tools and traditions of their fore- 
bears. 

The docents will also be at the Portside 


Art Fatr on Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 6, 


- 7 from 2 - 3 p.m., so that visitors to the 
art fair can step into the cool of the mu- 
seum and be transported back in time by 
a collection of youthful museum guides 
who would like nothing more than to 
share their knowledge of the past. 
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artists to apply for the purchase prize of, at 
that time, $50 (it is now $500 for two dimen- 
sional artwork, $250 for threedimensional), 
which was donated by the bank. The first win- 
ner was a Chicago watercolorist, Victor 
Hayes, and the painting was of the Memorial 
Park and its historic engine.

I have gotten 
behind on Monday (not a day I can afford to lose) for the 
last two weeks because I was troubleshooting computer 
things, and I am no master. 

T turn to Aimée, Up North Publication’s Girl Friday, in 
times of trouble, but 
sometimes it takes me a 
while to remember to use 
all my resources — espe- 
cially those invaluable 
human ones. Instead I go 
through a process of clos- 
ing out, shutting down, 
restarting, opening again, 
only to encounter a light 
show on my desktop and 
an error message that 
pops up like a genie from 
Ps | bottic. But he’s a mis- 
erable genie, and doesn’t grant a single wish. 

Sadly, I confess that I repeat this procedure several times 
before I am willing to concede that I need Aimée. 

Anyway, this brings me in a roundabout way to the Good 
Old Days, ina couple ways. One is this: Aimée is my neigh- 
bor.

What 
was once commonplace, what made a neighborhood an 
entity separate from other streets and locales, was know- 
ing one another — and being a little bit interdependent.

I don’t think they do. 

If I can grow tomatoes, and you can raise chickens, we 
can choose to be interdependent, and self-sustaining at 
the same time. j 

That leads me to a whole different train of thought, but 
it ties in. 

We are not just unneighborly, we are polarized. It isn't 
just a matter of eggs and tomatoes, or computer savvy, 
either. We are separated into blue and red states, and blue 
and red states of mind, as well. 

We are driven by ideology instead of real common sense 
values. When we are ideologically separated from our 
neighbors, we almost never get anywhere near the tomato- 
sharing stage — we simply dismiss each other, or worse 
yet, don’t like each other, because we don’t share ideolo- 
gies. 

But I think we share more than we don’t share, we reds 
and blues. 

Can’t we agree on a few things we all want? 

Don't we al} want a clean environment, for example? 
Don’t we all agree that abortion in and of itself is a bad 
thing? Don’t we ali pretty much agree that we are too 
dependent on foreign oil? Don’t we all think that terror- 
ism should be eliminated? Don’t we all think that having 
an educated, literate population is a good thing? 

We just have different ideologies about the means to 
these ends, and our differences keep us from being able 
to reason logically. 

I suspect that if we could get to the real values that 
are buried in there somewhere, we would discover that 
we are neighbors. We'd be so much closer to being able

them through the lens of politics and ideology, and 
started to deal with them through conversations and 
debates. Debates, yes, but debates seasoned with 
thoughfulness and love. 

Robert Frost wrote a poem called, 

“A Time to Talk” 

When a friend calls to me from the road 

And slows his horse to a meaning walk, 

1 don’t stand stil] and look around 

On all the hills  haven’t hoed, 

And shout from where I am, What is it? 

No, not as there is a time to talk. 

1 thrust my hoe in the mellow ground, 

Biade-end up and five feet tall, 

And plod: I go up to the stone wall 

. For a friendly visit. 

Talking may leave some things undone for awhile, like 
Frost’s un-hoed rows. But it builds neighborliness, and in 
a time of crisis, it makes borrowing from each other’s 
ideas and passions possible. In the end, that neighborly 
visit may end up solving the problems of the world, one 
egg at atime.

Shooting the 


messenger 


TO THE EDITOR: 

When a person steps forward to deliver some bad 
news, there is sometimes a tendency to “shoot the 
messenger” rather than deal with the issue at hand. 

I got a little bit of “shoot the messenger” treatment 
right here in Boyne City last week as a result ofa 
letter to the editor about my recent experiences at 
Whiting Park. In that letter, I described the uncon- 
trolled, drunken behavior of some of the guests and 
the failure of the park’s management to control it. I 
suggested that signs be posted warning families that 
they may encounter family-unfriendly conditions. I 
didn’t mince any words. 

I got a lot of face-to-face responses from people 
who read my letter, and they all consistently said the 
same thing: “It’s been going on for years.” It seemed 
to be pretty common knowledge — had [ been a life- 
long resident, I would certainly know better than to 
take kids camping in Whiting Park during the 4th of 
July week. 

There were also a couple of written responses 
printed in this paper, and they raised some interesting 
points. One writer suggested that we should have 
lower expectations during the 4th of July; another 
pointed out that you can see the same kind of alco- 
holic misconduct at a baseball game. And, they 
pointed out, not everyone who visits the park is guilty 
of obnoxious behavior. . 

I'll certainly agree with that. From what I’ve seen, 
most of the campers are quiet, respectful, and willing 
to abide by park rules. Like me, they appreciate 
Whiting Park as a jewel in the county’s.crown. J 
understand that it takes only a few miscreants to ruin 
the experience — but it is the failure of the park’s 
management to successfully deal with that minority 
that is the heart of this issue. 

At the ballpark, the management has had a lot of 
experience with unruly fans. Ballparks are well- 
staffed with ushers, vendors, and security personnel, 
and they won't hesitate to have on-duty police officers 
arrest troublemakers. fn contrast, the on-site manager 
at Whiting Park is there all day performing his duties, . 
and is then expected to single-handed)y monitor the 
grounds at night. This sounds like a lot to ask from 
just one person, and perhaps Whiting is simply 
understaffed, at least during the busiest weeks. It is the 
job of the Charlevoix County commissioners to ensure 
that Whiting Park is a safe and family-friendly place 
to camp. They must be willing to provide adequate 
staffing, and to train that staff in dealing with those 
who are drunk and disorderly. 

Otherwise, if we’re going to allow Whiting Park to 
become an adult playground during the first week of 
July, I still think it’s a good idea to let visitors from 
out of the area know what they're in for, before they 
pitch their tent. You don’t want them going home 
and describing an experience like mine, which was 
the worst camping experience I’ve ever had. Our 
local economy relies heavily on seasonal visitors, 
and we must carefully guard our reputation as a 
resort destination. 

The most disappointing response to my letter came 
from an individual who tracked down my place of 
employment and placed a call to my supervisor, 
followed by a fax. The caller told my supervisor that I 
was a liar, which is a serious matter in an office where 
we are held to the highest standards of honesty. I found 
myself in a closed-door meeting’ with my boss explain- 
ing why I wrote a letter to the editor. 

One of the great strengths of our society is our 
respect for free speech - and when it comes to public 
safety, that means a willingness to confront the issue 
instead of trying to shoot the messenger. Because J 
love this area, I'l] probably offer some more opin- 
ions on ways to keep it looking like a slice of 
heaven. And, if you disagree with me, I’m reminded 
of the Scripture which says, “Come, let us reason 
together.” : : 

In the meantime, calling my employer — besides 
being a waste of time — is contrary to the high 
ideals of our society — a society which, hopefully, 
attacks the problem instead of the messenger.

Charx bike ride set for Aug. 6 


The fifth annual Ride the Charx — pronounced 
“sharks’’ — bicycle ride will be held on Saturday, Au- 
gust 6. The Charx is becoming one of Boyne City’s 
important tourist attractions as well as a source of whole- 


| some family fun for Boyne City and Charlevoix County 
| residents. According to Paul Servais, Charx director, 


the ride attracted approximately 300 riders last year. 
with significantly more expected this year. The major- 
ity of riders travel to Boyne City from distant locations 
and many stay for the entire weekend. 

The Charx is a non-profit ride and the entry fee has 
been kept consistently low over the years. The day-of 
registration fee is $20 for the ride and lunch, or $10 for 
lunch only, making it one of the most economical bike 
rides in Michigan. Services are supplied by approximately 
30 volunteers from Boyne City. The lunch is catered by 
Lester's, and has become known as, “The ride with the 
great lunch.” Servais said. In addition, the riders receive 
snacks at rest stops along the routes: SAG vehicle service 
assistance with on-the-road repairs or a free ride back to 
Boyne City; route maps; on-the-road painted directional 
arrows: and showers at the end of the nde.

The ride starts and finishes at the pavilion in Veteran’s 
Park in Boyne City and provides four routes for al! abil- 
ity levels. The 20-mile ride goes along Ferry road to the 
Ironton Ferry and back. The 43-mile route circles Lake 
Charlevoix and includes the Little Traverse Wheelway 
along Lake Michigan. This route crosses Lake Charlevoix 
on the Ironton Ferry. The 62-mile ride is the hilliest ride 
of its length in Michigan. Many riders from Southern 
Michigan come specifically to ride the hills. The 105- 
mile ride consists of the 62- and 43-mile rides with a lunch 
break in between, The 20-mile ride departs Boyne City 
between LO and 11:30 a.m. on Saturday, and the longer 
rides depart between 7 and 8:30 a.m. In the interest of 
safety, all riders must wear helmets. 

Last year the Charx had a small financial gain, which 
allowed the organization to purchase a bike for the new 
Boyne City police bike patrol. Also, a donation was made 
to the city to help sponsor the city planner, Dan Reed's 
attendance at a three-day out-of-state seminar for training 
to help Boyne City become a “bike friendly community.”

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Harris wins third tournament of champions 


Michael Harris, a 27- 
year-old touring profes- 
sional from Troy, won his 
third career Michigan PGA 
Tournament of Champions 
Wednesday by shooting 67 
in the final round on Boyne 
Mountain Resort’s Monu- 
ment course and then 
outlasting a charging Scott 
Hebert in a two-hole play- 
off. His three round total in 
the $100,000 event was 69- 
69-67 — 205 (-11). 

Hebert, 36, an assistant 
professional at Sunnybrook 
Country Club near Grand 
Rapids, began the day two 
strokes behind Harris, but 
shot the tournament-low, 
65, to finish at | 1-under-par 
and force sudden death. 

“Scott is bitten by the 


runner-up bug, | guess,” 
said Harris of Hebert, who 
finished second to the Uni- 
versity of Michigan alum 
three weeks ago in the 
Michigan Open in Traverse 
City. 

* “When you shoot | l-un- 
der-par in this tournament 
you'd think he ought to 
win. Unfortunately for him, 
I shot 11-under too.” 

And while Harris has 
won the Tournament of 
Champions three times, 
Hebert has five T of C run- 
ner-up finishes, including 
the last three years in a row, 
and now two of them to 
Harris. 

“Always a bridesmaid, 
huh?” quipped Hebert, who 
missed a seven-foot par 


putt on the second playoff 
hole — the par-three 13th 
hole - to seal his fate. It was 
his only bogey of the day.

I 
goofed up in the playoff but 
I missed plenty of putts ear- 
lier in the week,” said 
Hebert. “My putting is so 
bad right now I can’t tell if 
I’m stroking them well or 
not.”
